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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Species I in Paper No. 6 is acknowledged. 
The traversal is on the ground(s) that claims 1, 3-9 and 11-16 all read on Species I. 
This is found persuasive and an action on the merits follows. (Claims 2 and 10 the only 
previous pending claims have been cancelled). 



2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On page 21, lines 15-16 the phrase "or the chain does not received abnormal 
force" is grammatically incorrect; 

On page 50, line 14 the word "Is" is believed to misspelled and should most likely 
be changed to "It"; 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Claims 1 , 3-9 and 11-16 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 

the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: "a human powered drive receiving portion" (claim 1 , lines 3- 
4), "constraining means " (claim 4, line 2), "a first human powered drive receiving 
portion" (claim 6, lines 5-6), "a second human powered drive receiving portion" (claim 6, 
lines 7-8) and "a propulsion wheel" (claim 8, line 2). 



Specification 
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Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Objections 



4. Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: The term 
"circulatable" (lines 11 and 13) is a non-existent word. Appropriate correction is 
required. 



5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation "said driving receiving portion" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public

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8. Claims 1, 3-5, 8, 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Japanese Patent 50-125437, hereafter, '437. 
See Figures 1 and 3 of '437. 



9. Claims 7, 9 and 12-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

10 Claim 6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the objection(s) 
set forth in this Office action.
